CHILDREN’S CAMP 
A PROJECT WHICH 
NEEDS A SPONSOR 


There is a ready-made Centennial project 
just waiting to be ‘‘adopted’’ by a business 
firm or organization which is looking for a 
project with which to observe Canada’‘s 
100th Birthday. It is a Summer Camp for 
Ex-Servicemen’s Children! 

The Edmonton Home for Ex-Servicemen’s 
Children owns three spacious lots in the 
lovely resort area of Pigeon Lake, on which 
have been constructed three cottages. Each 
summer, 27 children and 6 staff members 
from the Home spend the summer out 
there, away from the noise and heat of the 
city. It is the only summer holiday these 
children have, and officials of the Home 
would like to improve the facilities. 

There is natural gas and electric power 
and some improvements are presently un- 
derway in the kitchen area. However, the 
Camp is very much in need of a gymnasium, 
a new dining hall, and a dormitory, all of 
which could be constructed on the vacant 
land adjacent to the existing buildings. 

A new 16-foot gate is planned, at the 
entrance to the Camp, and James E. Peter- 
son, Superintendent of the Home for Ex- 
Servicemen’s Children, states that it is 
planned to have a sign or “headboard” 
erected over the gate, which will identify 
the new Camp as having been provided, as 
a Centennial project, by the organization or 
firm which does so.

The City of Calgary will erect a $1,- 
250,000 planetarium as its Centennial proj- 
ect, to be located on park land by Mewata 
Park on 7th Avenue. Cost of the structure 
will be an estimated $814,000, with an 
additional $400,000 used for equipment. 


The planetarium, which will be one of 
the largest on the continent and the only 
major planetarium in Canada west of the 
Great Lakes, will seat 250 persons in the 
celestial theatre, with possibilities of 
doubling that capacity in the future. Also 
included in the plans are a lecture room 
seating about 150, and a display area. 


A prominent feature of the planetarium, 
the 85-foot concrete tower and observation 
deck, will be located at the end of 7th Ave. 
S.W. The dome of the planetarium will 
measure 65 feet in diameter and will be 
seen from the 14th Street bridge. 

All levels of the three-level structure will 
be serviced by elevators. This will mean a 
direct route from the parking area to the 
elevator for any wheelchair viewers. 


In addition to its cultural and educational 
value, the Planetarium will mark Calgary as 
a leader for the first time in architectural 
thought. There has never been a firmly 
determined design for planetarium construc- 
tion, and this structure may be an important 
contribution to world architecture.

Provincial Projects 
Approved For Grants 


It has been announced by the Honourable 
Ambrose Holowach, Provincial Secretary for 
the Province of Alberta and Chairman of the 
Alberta Centennial Committee, and by the 
Honourable Maurice Lamontagne, Secretary 
of State and minister responsible for Cen- 
tennial affairs, that the following projects 
have received both provincial and federal 
approval of their applications for Centennial 
grants: 

The Town of Black Diamond, for building 
and beautifying a Town Park; 

The Village of Acme, which will build a 
swimming pool; 

The Town of Barrhead and the County of 
Barrhead, for installation of an artificial ice 
plant and equipment; 

The Village of Cochrane, which will erect 
a Centennial Park and playground; 

The City of Wetaskiwin, for the installa- 
tion of Schulmerich Carillon Chimes in their 
Civic Building; and 

The Village of Amisk, for the erection of 
a recreation building. 

This brings to 13 the number of Alberta 
projects to receive approval under the 
Federal-Provincial Grants program. 

In making application for a Centennial 
Grant, the municipalities must outline in 
detail their proposed project, and estimated 
cost. If the total cost of the project is to 
be in excess of the expected grant, they 
must also reveal the manner in which they 
expect to raise the balance of funds required. 

The deadline for submission of applica- 
tions is December 31, 1965, and Centennial 
projects must have a reasonable chance of 
completion by 1967 to be approved. En- 
quiries regarding provincial centennial grants 
should be addressed to R. D. McLean, Direc- 
tor of Centennial Programs, Legislative 
Building, Edmonton. 


SASKATCHEWAN HAS 
APPROVAL FOR 101 


Approval of 13 Centennial projects in- 
volving 27 communities has been an- 
nounced by the Honourable Maurice Lamon- 
tagne, Secretary of State for Canada and 
Minister responsible for Centennial affairs, 
and the Honourable J. W. Gardiner, Minister 
of Public Works for Saskatchewan and Min- 
ister responsible for Centennial activities for 
Saskatchewan. 

This brings to 101 the number of proj- 
ects approved for Saskatchewan and entails 
to date Centennial construction work of a 
total of $1,628,686.67. 

Included in the approved projects are 
parks, museum, a skating rink, public fi- 
brary, a civic centre, curling rinks, a swim- 
ming pool, community halls and recreational 
centres 
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ENTENARY COUNCIL ADOPTS SYMBOL 
S) IDENTIFY PRIVATE SECTOR ROLE 


A distinctive emblem identifies the na- 
tional organization which is co-ordinating 
the Centennial preparations of over 750 
corporations and associations. The organiza- 
tion is the Canadian Centenary Council, a 
private body established in 1960 to stimu- 
late Centennial planning. 


The design is composed of ten elements, 
each one a capital ‘’C’’, arranged to repre- 
sent a voluntary committee at a round table. 
This exclusive ‘signature’ of the Council 
will be increasingly in evidence as 1967 ap- 
proaches. 


EXCLUSIVE SIGNATURE 


Dr. N. A. M. MacKenzie, president of 
the Canadian Centenary Council, explained 
that the graphic identification will be used 
on all bulletins, reports, exhibits, films and 
printed matter, originating with the Coun- 
cil. 

The emblem is fully protected under 
federal trade mark and copyright laws and 
is not intended for licensing purposes. To 
help in publicising the role of the private 
sector in the Centennial, the Council may

MANY MEANINGS 


Georges Huel, creator of the design, 
believes that one advantage of an emblem 
is that it can suggest many interpretations. 

“You could think of the elements as 
representing the ten provinces. _Then again, 
each could stand for a decade in the century 
since 1867 or a decade of the second cen- 
tury of Confederation about to begin’’, Mr. 
Huel said. 

“Personally, | like to think of it as the 
synthesis of ten different points of view. 
Only when all ten are present can you see 
the larger circle in the centre, a kind of 
unity in diversity’. 


INDIAN POW-wOWw? 


Reaction to the emblem has certainly 
confirmed the artist’s hopes that it would 
suggest different things to different people. 
Comment has been very uninhibited. 

Asked whether it could stand for Girl 
Guides or Brownies round a camp fire, Huel’s 
reply was ‘Mais oui!’’. 

“Someone has even said that it reminds 
them of an Indian pow-wow. That’s in line 
with our thinking too, because it means dis- 
cussion, cooperation and planning by a vol- 
untary council. That’s exactly the story of 
hundreds of local Centenary Committees 
across Canada.”

TARTAN DESIGNING 
PROJECT JUST ONE 
OF ST. PAUL’S 21 


Mr. John Fisher, Commissioner for the 
Federal Centennial Commission, recently 
referred to the town of St. Paul, Alberta, as 
“the most imaginative and progressive com- 
munity in Canada, insofar as Centennial is 
concerned’’. This was no idle statement, as 
this small but active community has no 
less than 21 Centennial projects underway, 
some of them already completed. 

One of their very interesting, and strictly 
Albertan, projects, is a ‘Tartan Designing 
Contest”, sponsored by the St. Paul Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The competition, which 
is open to all persons resident in Alberta, is 
divided into two categories. 

Category | is for the best vest design 
for males, with emphasis on association of 
vest design with vests worn by any particular 
Canadian historical figure. Photographs of 
vests worn by a number of the Fathers of 
Confederation are on display in a store 
window in St. Paul, for reference. 

Category II is for the best design of any 
one piece of ladies’ wearing apparel such as 
hat, dress, jumper, brooch, pin, scarf, etc. 
Winning designs in both categories will be 
manufactured using the Tartan exclusively. 

One prize will be awarded in each cate- 
gory, and each winner will receive an all- 
expense paid trip to Edmonton on Alberta 
Tartan Day, December 8, 1965, one or more 
pieces of waring apparel made of the AIl- 
berta Tartan, and a special Centennial 
acknowledgment. 

The competition closes September 30, 
1965, and designs may be forwarded at 
any time prior to that date. 
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DETAILS ANNOUNCED 
FOR TREE PLANTING 


The Government of Alberta and the Cen- 
tennial Commission of the Federal Govern- 
ment are co-operating to promote a Centen- 
nial tree planting program prior to, and 
during, Centennial year. This program will 
help to beautify Alberta, and at the same 
time establish live Centennial projects or 
monuments which will extend well into the 
future. 


The Alberta Departments of Agriculture, 
Education, and Lands and Forests are jointly 
promoting and assuming responsibility for 
this project, and the ministers of these three 
Departments .have issued a statement of 
policy which outlines the requirements of 
the program. 


The program will be operative through 
rural and urban School Divisions, and it will 
be the responsibility of the School Boards or 
School Committees to initiate the project. 
However, local organizations interested in 
planting trees under this project may do so 
provided the project is acceptable to and 
sponsored by the School Division. 

Since trees will only grow if properly 
planted and cared for, applications will be 
approved provided the planting site is well 
prepared and if there is assurance that trees 
will be given the necessary care and atten- 
tion in future years. Trees may be planted 
on public lands including school grounds, 
provincial, city, town or other public parks, 
picnic sites and campsites, bird habitat areas 
or other multiple use areas for purposes of 
conservation, recreation and beautification. 


Participating organizations will be re- 
quired to prepare land for planting and pro- 
vide for continued cultivation of the planted 
areas until the trees are fully established. 
This means that tractor or other equipment 
must be available. 

The Department of Agriculture will pro- 
vide trees which will be 12 inches to 3 feet 
in height, depending on the kind or specie. 
These will consist of North-west poplar, or 
other poplar, Manchurian or American Elm, 
Green Ash, Manitoba Maple, White or Colo- 
rado Spruce, Laurel and other Willow, Cara- 
gana or other species for habitat areas, in 
quantities needed to meet the planting re- 
quirements of the selected area. In addi- 
tion, one Centennial Rosybloom Crabapple 
will be available for each school, to com- 
memorate the occasion in a planting cere- 
mony. 

School Boards or Schoo! Committees wish- 
ing to participate will apply through the of- 
fice of the District Agriculturist, and com- 
pleted forms must be signed by all organiza- 
tions participating, and must indicate the 
responsibility of each. All correspondence 
relating to the Centennial Tree-Planting Pro- 
gram should be directed to the Supervisor 
of Horticulture, P. D. McCalla, Department 
of Agriculture, Legislative Building, Edmon- 
ton, Alberta.

Canadian Nurses’ Association will spend 
$30,000 on a film dealing with Canadian 
nursing. The National Council of Women 
plans to assemble a complete library of 
books by and about Canadian women, which 
will be housed at the University of Waterloo, 
Waterloo, Ontario.

BARRHEAD DISTRICT 
PLANS TWO PROJECTS 


The Barrhead and District Historical So- 
ciety have planned for their Centennial proj- 
ect. This project is of a two-fold nature: 
one part is the building of a museum to 
house and preserve ancient articles of use; 
the other is to write and publish a book 
containing the early history of the Barr- 
head area. 

The estimated cost of this project is 
$10,000. Both the County and Town 
councils have recorded their approval. Com- 
mittees of the Historical Society are at 
work trying to raise money. 

The book part of the project was started 
over a year ago, and considerable material 
has been gathered from the old-timers of the 
various districts of the Barrhead area. A 
site for the building has been obtained in 
the town of Barrhead.
